SWEARS HE PAID OUT 
$750,000 IN BRIBES. 


Testimony in Court Showing That Ti- 
tles in Great Britain Are Bar- 
gained For as a Reward for 
Political Services.

LONDON, Nov. 15.—The climax of the 
Hooley revelations was reached in the 
London Bankruptcy Court when Sir Wil- 
liam Marriott, Judge Advocate General in 
a former Conservative Ministry, admitted 
having handed Hooley’s check for $250,000 
to Capt. Middleton, the chief manager of 
the party machine, as payment for a 
baronetcy, to be conferred at the Queen’s 
jubilee. 

The dea] failed solely because an heredi- 
tary title is not conferred unless the re- 
cipient has an income of at least $25,000 a 
year apart from trade. Hooley’s position 
was deemed too insecure, 

That titles are given in England in re- 
turn for “political services’’ has always 
been believed, but this is the first time 
such a transaction, with all its sordid de- 
tails, has come out under oath in a court 
of justice, 

Marriott also admitted that he was the 
intermediary in getting Hooley elected 
to the Cariton, the principal Tory party 
club, for the payment of $50,000 to the club 
funds. After the election Hooley sent a 
check for $25,000 to the chairman of the 
club’s political committee, but was curtly 
informed by that descendant of King- 
Maker Warwick: 

“Twenty-five thousand dollars 
enough. You promised $50,000.”’ 

Hooley paid the other $25,000. He was 
fleeced as rapaciously by the Conservative 
party managers as any of the city sharks. 
The sums demanded for election to the 
Carlton and for a baronetcy were -in the 
first case thrice and in the second twice 
the market price for these preferments. 

The gravest point about the baronetcy 
transaction is that it could not have been 
carried through without the knowledge and 
concurrence of Lord Salisbury himself. 
The fact that Capt. Middleton consented to 
consider it at al] is held to show that if 
the conditions were satisfactory the con- 
nivance of the Prime Minister was—to say 
the least—not impossible.

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WASHINGTON, Nov. 15.—Gen. Breckin- 
ridge continued his testimony before the 
War Investigating Commission to-day. 
His testimony to-day dealt with the cam- 
paign in Cuba and the transportation of 
troops to that island. He had, he said, 
gone to Cuba as Inspector General, arriv- 
ing at Tampa on June 5. He had observed 
casually the preparation for the disembark- 
ation of troops before the expedition left 
and had concluded that they were quite 
inadequate.

So far as ‘he had observed 
there were only two lighters and two 
scows secured on behalf of the army before 
the departure from Tampa. It was his 
understanding, however, that the army and 
the navy were co-operating in this expedi- 
tion, 

Speaking of the conflict of authority on 
the transports, he said the masters of the 
vessels did not respond as promtply as 
might have been desired. ‘“‘True,’’ he said, 
“there was alittle navy cadet on board 
each of the vessels, but he had no euthor- 
ity.

Asked as to his opinion of the result of 
the campaign, he said he thought it was 
consistent with the character of the man 
who.conducted it, and ‘“‘what was to be 


expected from the limitations Gen. 
Shafter? 

“I think it would have been different if 
Gen. Miles had been in command,” he said; 
that it would have been more satisfactorily 
conducted. I think he has more of the 
spark and genius of command than any 
man in the army, and I am sure that if he 
had had charge he would have been in the 
front rank.”’ ‘

Ex-Gov. Woodbury suggested that the 
battle in front of San Juan had been fought 
and the victory won within eight days of 
landing. Gen. Breckrinridge in reply said 
the victory had been won ‘“‘when Gen, To- 
ral’s nerve gave out.’ This, he continued, 
had been the war of all others when suc- 
cess had been won in its earliest stages. 
He believed that the war was the Lord’s 
war and that this wonderful success was 
due to his eupervision. The time for the 
battle was, however, short enough. Yet, 
it must be remembered, that the distance 
between the battlefield and Siboney was 
less than half a day’s march, but while he 
considered the result as marvelously com- 
mendable he did not feel that Gen. Shafter 
was above criticism in the conduct of the 
campaign. He could not believe the result 
was a miracle, but he ascribed the outcome 
to the fact that the army was one which 
was capable of meeting all calls, 

*“‘No matter how it was tangled up,” he 
said, ‘it went to victory.”’ 

He had at the time quoted Lord Beres- 
ford when he said to his army upon a cer- 
tain occasion: 

“T have led you Into a devil of a fix and

He was sure at least that all engaged in 
the war had acted with zeal and every 
man hod done the best of which he was 
capable and he had never known of a war 
in which there was not criticism ‘at the 
close of it. 


Gen. Breckinridge spoke of the Inspector- 
General's office as having been emasculated 
by the order requiring the reports of 
subordinates in that office to be made to 
the Adjutant-General, and said that when 
he discovered this was so he went into the 
field as offering the only arena in which 
he could be of real service. He had intended 
to say in effect: ‘There is the desk in my 
office; do as you please with it. Gen. 
Sanger was there; he, too is from Michigan. 
I thought he could take control of the of- 
fice if it was desired, but he did not re- 
main.”’ 

Continuing his testimony bearing upon 
the Inspector-General’s duties, he said 
that his criticism of the change was base 
on the fact that it deprived the central 
authority from securing information, and 
as a consequence the office was practically 
useless, 

“The order had the effect of cutting the 
umbilical chord,’ he said, ‘‘and the circu- 
lation was not good.” 

As a result of the change, when he asked 
for the facts in the office to include in his 
report he had failed to find any there. 

Gen. Breckinriige expressed the opinfon 
that there had not been enough fighting to 
obscure other results common to war. He 
thought the evils which had been experi- 
enced were inevitable under our American 
system. He condemned this system as most 
teprehensible and said the volunteer sol- 
dier must always suffer the worst of the 
consequences.

The long expected conflict between the 
City of St. Louis and the Bell Telephone 
Co. of Missourl was precipitated Tuesday 
morning, 

The employes of the Bell Company cut 
down some poles on which were city wires. 
The superintendent was arrested. <A test 
case will now be made. 

The Beli Telephone Co. is compelled by 
law to remove its telephone po.es from the 
streets before Jan. It ts also compelled 
by ordinance to permit the city to use one 
urm on each of its poles for the wires of 
the city’s fire-alarm system. 

The company Was confronted with the 

ccessity of violating the law by leaving 
the poles up or by pulling them down. 
to do the latter. 

Monday night Supt. Silas Benedict of the 
fire alarm telegraph service was notified 
that the poles at Lucas avenue and Twenii- 
eth street would be pulled down Tuesday 
morning. : 

Tuesday morning Mr. Benedict was noti- 
fied that the Bell Co. had pulled down sev- 
eral poles. He hurried out to 
street and Lucas avenue, He saw several! 
poles down and a gang of men under Supt. 
Johnson pulling down others. 

The situat-on was serious. By the low- 
ering of the poles the wires were broken 
and the fire alarm telegraph service ser- 
‘ously impaired, the district beyond Twen- 
tieth street and Lucas avenue being left 
without the means of sending in an alarm. 

Mr, Benedict called upon Superintendent 
Johnson to stop pulling down the poles. 
He refused. Mr, Benedict called the po- 
lice and had Johnson arrested. 

Benedict accompanied Johnson to the 
Four Courts. There was nobody there to 
go his bond. and he was about to be locked 
up when Mr. Benedict volunteered to save 
him that annoyance and himself went on 
the bond of the man whose arrest he had 
caused.

The negro entered there, and, calling his 
wife. told her of what he had done and 
asked her for a change of clothing before 
he went away, 

As soon as Crinnion had located the mur- 
derer he ran with top speed to the Fifth 
District Police Station and notified Capt. 
Kiely. Hein turn telephoned to the Fourth 
District for the patrol wagon and a lot of 
men. Inno time nearly a dozen officers had 
surrounded the house in which the negro 
was located. Theyran in there and found 
their man. He w bidding his wife good- 
by, while she, in tears, was embracing him 
and begging him not to go. 

The negro proved to be George Connors, 
a coal-wagon driver, and the man he had

INSANE. FROM FRIGHT. 


MRS. JOHN PAULUS LOST HER 
REASON THROUGH AN AT- 
TACK BY BURGLARS. 


REMOVED TO CITY HOSPITAL.

Her Husband Fainted on the Street 
While Consenting to Her Removal 
From Their Home. 


The fight caused by an attempt of burg- 
lars to break into her home a year and 
a half ago has destroyed the reason of 
Mrs. John Paulus. 

Application has been made for her ad- 
mission to the observation ward of the 
City Hospita]. Grief over her unfortunate 
condition caused her husband to fall in 
a faint on a public street Monday. 
| During the summer of 1897 Mr. and Mrs, 
Paulus and their little son lived on New- 
stead avenue near Taylor avenue, Mr. 
| Paulus’ employment kept him out at night. 
| One night while Mrs. Paulus and the lit- 
'tle boy, then about 8 years old, were alone 
in the house, Mrs. Paulus was awakened 
by some one trying to force open the 
door. He did not succeed, but the shock 
| of terror was so great that when her hus.- 
'band came home in the early morning 
‘hours she was as one bereft of reason. 

The strain of the long night of waiting 
for his coming, each moment filled with 
terror of the return of the burglars, was 


' too great. Her reason had received a shock 


from which it never recovered. 
As long as her husband was with her, her 
mind was tranquil, but as soon as he lett 


'the house, even though it was daylight, her 


terror returned. 

He thought that after a few days the 
effects of that terrible night would pass 
away, but they did not. Instead she grad- 
ually became worse. Delusions came to 
add to her terrors, but always when her 
husband was away. 

Latterly the family have been living at 
3105 North Market street, occupying a first 
floor flat. Above them have been living a 
family named Henry. 

Within the past few days the condition 
of Mrs. Paulus has become s0 much worse 
that the peace and sense of security of 
the Henry family has been disturbed. 
They were compelled to appeal to the own- 
er of the premises, H. Steinlager of 4131 
Florissant avenue. 

He is a friend of Paulus. They talked it 
over and Paulus reluctantly consented to 
Steinlager going to the City Dispensary to 
ask that she be given treatment. 

Monday Steinlager and Miss Gertrude 
Henry went there and made arrangements 
with Dr. Kearney for having her removed 
to the City Hospital. 

Leaving the dispensary they met Paulus 
at Eighth and Market streets by appoint- 
ment. They told him what they had done. 

The full significance of it broke upon him 
with overwhelming force. He broke into 
tears and cried aloud in his anguish His 
friends tried to comfort him. He staggered 
back a step and with a heart-rending cry 
sank to the pavement unconscious. 

An ambulance was called and he was tak- 
en to the City Dispensary and revived. 

He cried bitterly there, but said brokenly 
that it was best for her and he would let 
her go to the hospital. 

It is thought that treatment will restore 
her reason, but if she were not confined 
she would most probably commit some act 
of violence under the promptings of her 
unsettled mind. ‘When not under the spell 
of her delusions she is tenderly kind to her 
little boy, but a few days ago she pro- 
cured a rope and would probably have 
hanged him if he had not run out of the 
house.

Gov. Lon V. Stephens and Adjt.-Gen. 
Bell are in St. Louis and will attend two 
meetings Tuesday afternoon, looking to the 
reorganization of the First Missouri Regi- 
ment. The State officials are guests at 
the Southern Hotel, where both meetings 
are held. 

Gov. Stephens and Gen. Bell will confer 
with a committee from the Business Men's 
League at 5 o’clock, and at 7 o'clock they 
will meet a committee representing the 


First Regiment. 

Capts. James McDonnell, E. V. Walsh 
and A. A. Marquardt several days ago 
wrote Gov. Stephens explaining the posi- 
tion of.the regiment. At least 60 per cent 
of the regiment, so the letter stated, were 
desirous of continuing in the service of the 
State. But they had no clothing, arms, 
nor ammunition. Their lease on the Ar- 
mory exp:res Jan. 1. 

Gov. Stephens says he {s anxious to see 
the First Regiment remain in the State’s 
service. He wants to make it a crack regi- 
ment. But he declares emphatically he 
will not commission Batdorf, Cavender and 
Webster. The Governor says their con- 
duct at Chickamauga was such as to forfeit 
his respect. 

Adjutant-General Bell said St. Louis was 
entitled to have the regiment reorganized. 
But the matter rested solely with the 
legislators. If they supplied the funds the 
question would be easily solved. But under 
no conditions, said the Adjutant,would it be 
fair to allow St. Louis to furnish the funds 
while the regiment would be in the State's

MEETING 


WHITE AND YELLOW PINE IN- 
DUSTRIES HOLD THEIR FIRST 
CONFERENCE. 


LUMBERMEN 


TALKING ABOUT THE TRADE. 


—- oe SS 


They Want Statistics About the Tim- 
bered and Denuded Sections of 
the United States. 


The yellow and white pine lumber rep- 
resentatives of the Mississippi Valley, for 
the first time in the history of the lumber 
trade, are in conference. 

St. Louis is the storm center, but it {fs 
hoped that when all interests have been 
heard from the clouds of business rivalry 
will to a certain extent have passed away. 

About 30 members of the Mississippi Val- 


ley Lumbermen’s Association, 35 from the 
southern Association, and several from the 
Wisconsin Lumbermen’s Association gath- 
ered at the Southern Hotel Tuesday, and 
in executive session began a discussion 
which may extend over another day. 

To Newton Nind of Minneapolis, Secre- 
tary of the Mississippi Valley; H. H. Foster 
of Merrill, Wis., Secretary of the Wiscon- 
sin, and George S. Gardner of Laurel, 
Miss., Vice-President of the Southern Asso- 
clation, the conference is mainly due. These 
men, by correspondence and agitation in 
the trade press, succeeded in having a cal] 
issued. Originally committees from each of 
the three associations were to have ar- 
ranged the preliminaries to bring about a 
better understanding ‘between the white 
and yellow pine interests, but the more 
comprehensive plan of inviting all lumber- 
men was adopted, and as a result, over 100 
attended, one-third being Missourians. 

“The white and yellow pine interests of 
this country are vast, the lumber indus- 
try being one-half the value of the agri- 
cultural industry of the United States,’’ 
said a leading official to-a Post-Dispatch 
reporter. ‘‘The timber interests are twice 
as valuable as the mineral. The white 
and yellow pine men have always been 
antagonistic. The white pine is the rich- 
er branch of the trade, The white pine 
supply is growing less, though, and new 
areas must be cultivated, Last year’s out- 
put of yellow piné was 6,000,000,000 feet, so 
you can gather an idea of the vastness 
of the business, 

“One big result of this conference we 
hope for is some concerted action so that 
in the next government census a complete 
record of the timber industry can be ob- 
tained. There are no complete figures ob- 
tainable regarding the timbered and de- 
nuded areas of the country, the output and 
other important data. No getatistician has 
ever been found who could do it. But by 
means of the census bureau we hope to be 
able to get the figures evéentually.’’ 

J. E. Defebaugh, Leonard Brongon and 
B. Arthur Johnson of the Chicago Timber- 
man and J. W. Barry of the Chicago 
Northwestern Lumberman are among the 
visitors.
